Frank Seinich, Austrian, 
Chicago, 


convicted of the murder of Nicholas 
Chamber?, 72, Civil 
war 
veteran, 


Plain City, which occurred on the eve- 
ning of May 6th on a Pennsylvania 
tram just east of Newcomcrstown, will 
be executed October 17. 


Seinich is now on a hunger stnke at 


the penitentiary and refuses to eat un- 
less forced to do so 
His meals con- 


sist of. milk and eggs which are fed 


«l'u> him thru a tube. 
Officials at the 


penitentiary believe that he has be- 


that state oil the advice of relatives. 
They are obliged to preserve his life 
until execution and to do that forcible 
feeding is necessary. 


The murder of which Seinich was 


convicted occurred on a Pennsylvania 
train as a result of a heated argu 
ment with the aged veteran. An un- 
patriotic remark drew a severe con- 
demnation from Chambers, who finally 
told him to "shut up."

Chambers three times 


The aged veteran crumpled in his 


seat and sunk to the 
floor, fatally 


wounded 
He died within a few min- 


utes, giving his life for the country 
that he had fought for in the Civil 
war and dared to defend even in his 
old age. 
Passengers seized Seinich 


and he was turned over to the police 
when the tram arrived in Uhrichsville 


Short work was made of Seimch's 


conv-tction, who boldly declared to tbe 
police, "Sure I killed him."" T^e date 
of his execution has been set for 
October 17 


At the time of his death Mr. Cham- 


bers was on his way to visit his son 
in Baltimore, Md 
He boarded the 


train at Plain City, about 18 miles 
west of Columbus while Seinich got 
on the train at Chicago.

shocton at 6:50 Saturday evening. The 
train was halted for barely two min- 
utes here, while telegrams were ex- 
changed at the station. A small crowd 
was assembled there, altho news of

motive passed thru just ahead of the 
train, serving as a "pilot, assuring the 
safety of the special close behind. 


The president nor any member of 


his special car the "Mayflower," made 
an appearance while the train stood 
at the local station
